The body 
color is thiuuer in places wliera Uio plumage* 
is tu be Beuif-Iranaparent, thicker wheve Hie 
highest lights fall on the snowy white ; and 
there they are, in Ifco power and majesty of 
their auger, the ntateliness of their sailing, 
the changefu,1 curving of their necks, the 
awcep of their Kprc-aduig v/iu^s; out! tuo 
BUOW of their breasts like milled velvet. 
Brown paper of the durkebt shude nnd thick- 
ost texture and gray paper of n cool gntmto 
tint are jiM now much in demand as

drtdos, panels, ooraiues, and book covers, 
nnd other tilings. They give n baclr^rotrnd 
ou which the light and shade are fit nnco 
relieved ; and v.'tiilo gray paper in tho soft- 
est, brown paper, parily by the contrast of 
its rough surface, gives tho most relief. The 
beat brown paper for the purpose in tho 
utont, continuous kind inert by paperhangors 
and upuolsterors for backing, which OAII bo 
had at all carpet warehouses in any quantity.
